Committee has stated that the objectives of 

the national Pioneers for Christ program are 
to encourage personal contact [personal witnessing] 
both at church and away from the church, to con- 
duct cottage prayer meetings, to hold services in homes 
for the aged and in jails, to open branch Sunday 
Schools and missions, and to accelerate evangelism 
in every department of the Church of God. 

The diligent and foresighted work of the men on 
this committee has, during the last three years, greatly 
inspired the work of the Pioneers for Christ (formerly 
Youth for Christ) club at Lee College..In support of 
the program of the National Evangelism Committee, 
the Lee College Pioneers for Christ club has set as 
its objective a ten-year project to place as many 
well trained—even expert—personal workers as pos- 
sible in Churches of God on the field where they 
might train others. This objective is based on the 
belief that it is the inescapable duty of every Chris- 
tian to be a soul-winner and that Christian laymen 
must, in order to relieve presently overworked pas- 
tors, take upon themselves a greater part of the re- 
sponsibility of bringing the gospel to every creature. 

Experiences noted from the great upsurge in interest 
in personal evangelism at Lee during the past few 
years have proved that most Christians fail to wit- 
ness for Christ, not because they do not want to wit- 
ness, but because they do not know how to witness. 
This problem has been solved here by having ex- 
perienced workers train new students who later be- 
come trainers and leaders themselves. The opportuni- 
ties for valuable witnessing experiences are found in 
a multitude and variety of well organized services.

In one month—containing four week ends—the: 


Pioneers for Christ club conducts twelve street serv- 
ices, twenty child evangelism services, twenty jail 
services, two cottage prayer meetings, four visits to 
a nursing home, four visits to hospitals, two pre- 
invasion rallies, and two invasions. In addition to 
these, students and teachers may take part in planned 
personal and altar work during revivals and Sunday 
night services at Lee. They may participate in blind

low-up work, and the distribution of Evangels, Lighted 
Pathways, and tracts in train and bus stations. 
Simple arithmetic will show that anyone connected 
with the school has over sixty organized opportunities 
to witness every month and over 540 chances in one 
school year. 

As a result of the progress of the national evan- 
gelistic program, the club has been inspired to add 
a number of new and vital services to its organiza- 
tion. During the 1956-’57 school year, a former stu- 
dent, who had had training in personal evangelism 
at Soul Clinic, helped the club initiate its house-to- 
house witnessing project. That year students witness- 
ed to people in over one hundred homes. The next 
year, 1957-’58, they expanded the program into a com- 
bination of a youth rally (on Friday nights) and a 
house-to-house Witnessing invasion (on Saturday 
afternoons) which resulted in the visitation of over one 
thousand homes. The 1958-’59 terms saw this program 
double and spread into areas away from Cleveland 
and saw it culminate in a three-day, sixteen-service 
undertaking, called “Operation Widespread,” in the 
State of Mississippi. (See the June issue of the 
Lighted Pathway). 

The 1958-’59 school year has also seen the crystal- . 
lization of a program of witnessing to the Jew and 
the development of a follow-up department for new 
converts which sends out five free Bible lessons which 
were written by members of the club. Plans for the 
ensuing year include a greater emphasis on training 
students to set up and conduct branch Sunday Schools, 
the forerunners of new churches. In addition, it is 
hoped that it will be possible to offer a one-month 
course involving every phase of the club’s work during 
the summer of 1960 for anyone interested in personal

HEN JESUS CAME TO earth, He came 

W preaching the Kingdom of God, for that was 

His mission. It had to be fulfilled. He preach- 
ed in the synagogues, in the temple, and even on the 
mountain tops. But one must not forget that He also 
preached in the streets and on the highways—places 
where He met many people who were never in the 
House of God.

the Pioneers for Christ club, for the first time 
in its history, went into action on a full- 
scale program of Jewish evangelism. 

This new effort on the part of these Christian 
students stems from the realization that every Chris- 
tian is under a great obligation to bring the gospel of 
the Messiah, Jesus Christ of Nazareth, “into all the 
world” and to “every creature”—but “to the Jew first” 
(Romans 1:16). 


SPIRITUAL NEED OF JEWS 

Millions of Jews have never been witnessed to and 
been made to understand clearly the fact that Jesus 
is their Messiah. This causes one to realize that the 
descendants of Abraham are in great need of spiritual 
help—help which genuine Christians alone can ef- 
fectively administer. It is, therefore, the duty of every 
follower of Christ to do his utmost to get the gospel 
to the Jews in order that they might understand the 
Word of God and know that Jesus Christ is their 
promised Messiah. 

The words “saved” and “salvation” are almost un- 
known to the Jewish people. Repentance, the born- 
again experience, the baptism of the Holy Ghost, the 
full assurance of faith, and a holy walk before God

are all foreign to them. Hundreds and thousands have 
no knowledge whatsoever that Jesus, our Savior, their 
Messiah, laid down His life to save “the Jew first” 
from his sins. They have never heard the gospel 
which Christian people love and cherish. 


THE CHRISTIAN’S RESPONSIBILITY 

Is it going to continue to be said, “They [the 
Jews] have never heard?” Gentiles have heard the 
gospel, and they have heard how Christ came first 
unto the Jews. They know, too, that after the Jews 
rejected Him, the Lord, through His disciples, turned 
to the Gentiles to bring salvation to them. Now it has 
become our responsibility to spread abroad the glad 
tidings “to the Jew first.” Are the Christians, whether 
Gentile or Hebrew, going to let it continue to be said, 
“They have never heard?” 

There are fifteen million Jews in the world. Of this 
number, over six million are in the United States. 
There are three million in New York City. Three mil- 
lion remain scattered throughout other sections of our 
country. Many of them are in our own neighborhoods 
—without the Word of God. 

Pioneers for Christ members are reaching every 
known Jew in the immediate Lee College area and 
will continue to reach them for Christ. ARE YOU 
REACHING THE JEWISH PEOPLE IN YOUR NEIGH- 
BORHOOD? You can if you will start now! Would 
you permit a few suggestions to be made to you on 
a few of the ways which will help you to witness 
to and reach the Jews in your neighborhood? 


DEALING WITH JEWS 


The story of Jesus and the disciples on the road to 
Emmaus (Luke 24) gives an excellent illustration on 
how to approach the Jewish people with the gospel 
message. 

1. The first thing that Jesus did in meeting the 
need of these disciples was to make contact with them. 
“He drew nigh to them.” His contact was natural, not 
forced. In reaching the Jew, it is very important to 
put him at ease. 

2. Show interest in him other than spiritual before 
you broach the subject of Christ or the Messiah. After 
making contact, Jesus walked with them. He conversed 
with them. If you want to reach the heart of a Jew, 
do not try to win him all at once; take time to deal 
with his spirit. If the Jew thinks that you care enough 
to really try to understand him, you have a hold on 
his heart. Every Jew covets the friendship of a Gentile. 

3. It is not always wise to try to preach to the Jew 
the first time you meet him. Try never to enter into 
an argument with him. In a tactful, patient, calm, 
prayerful spirit, show him his need of a Savior. Show 
him the love of Christ [Christ comes from the Greek 
word for Messiah], and explain God’s plan of sal- 
vation. God must and will do the rest. 

4. Many Christian Gentile workers take for granted 
that the Jewish people know and understand their 
Old Testament. Few Jews these days really know the 
Scriptures. Read the Word of God to the Jew. Read 
the Old Testament prophecies along with the New 
Testament Scriptures on the fulfillment of the com-

ing of the Messiah. Especially read Isaiah 53. The first 
chapter of Matthew and Luke 3:23-38 are key Scrip- 
tures with which you can show him the “Jewish- 
ness” of Christ through the listed genealogy. Trace the 
lineage of Jesus back to David and Abraham. Read, 
study, and use these Scriptures. 

5. To anyone who uses tracts or papers as a means 
of witnessing to the Jew, use only tracts and papers 
prepared just for the Jew. It is strongly advised that 
anyone who works among the Jewish people read and 
study the papers and tracts thoroughly in order to 
grasp the message before distributing them. 

Special emphasis will be put on tract distribution 
among the Jews. Much prayer is needed for the Jew- 
ish people that they will study the tracts and that, 
through the distribution of these, they may come to 
recognize Jesus as their Messiah. 


PURPOSE OF JEWISH EVANGELISM 

The following is a statement of the purpose of this 
ministry. Accept this as your purpose also: 

To create a better understanding and relationship 
between Jews and born-again Christians from a Scrip- 
tural ‘standpoint (Ephesians 2:11-18; Romans 11:17- 
25); to defend the Jewish people from false accusers; 
to ward off the rising tide of anti-Semitism, which 
is both anti-Christian and anti-American; to reach 
the Jews for Christ in the most effective manner 
possible, in calling them back to God and to the 
Scriptures, as Christ did: “Search the scriptures, for 
in them ye think ye have eternal life; and they are 
they which testify of me” (John 5:39); to pay the 
debt Christians owe to the Jewish people and nation, 
and to do what the Lord Jesus Christ told us to do: 
“Preach the gospel to every creature” (Mark 16:15) 
—that is EVERY CREATURE!—“To the Jew first” 
(Romans 1:16); finally, to maintain a means, by 
study and teaching, whereby all Christians can enjoy 
the blessing and prosperity promised by the Lord: “I 
will bless them that bless thee” (Genesis 12:3); “Pray 
for the peace of Jerusalem: they shall prosper that 
love thee” (Psalm 122:6). 

This is most certainly a time when the fields of 
Jewish evangelism are white unto harvest. Today is the 
day of salvation for the Jew as well as for the Gentile. 
World events are approaching a great climax at a 
tremendous pace. NOW is the time for the Jews to 
“come unto Him.” The Hebrew Christians say that 
the Jews are more receptive to the gospel now than 
they have ever been during the New Testament era. 
The Jews need help—we cannot fail them. 


HOW YOU CAN HELP 

Within your own church Pioneers for Christ club, 
organize a group to witness to the Jews in or near 
your community.

“Walk ye in him [Christ]: Rooted and built up 
in him, and stablished in the faith, as ye have been 
taught” (Colossians 2:6, 7). 


WRITER FOR THE Billy Graham follow-up 
J program has said that five per cent of evan- 

gelization is winning the lost and ninety-five 
per cent is establishing the new convert after he is 
won. Paul confirmed this view by his repeated visits to 
the churches which he had founded. Also, his many 
epistles were, in reality, follow-up letters to new Chris- 
tians, written in an effort to establish more firmly 
the new born babes in Christ. “The things that thou 
hast heard of me . . . commit thou to faithful men, 
who shall be able to teach others also” 2 Timothy 
2:2) were Paul’s instructions to young pastor Timo- 
thy. It is as inconsistent to fail to nourish, cuddle, 
and care for the newly saved as it is to leave the 
newly born child to fend for itself at birth. New con- 
verts need to be followed up and established in the 
faith. 

The Pioneers for Christ club follows up the new 
converts in its personal evangelism program in these 
ways: Upon receipt of the name and address of a 
new convert, a letter is sent to him along with the 
“You Are Now Saved” and “After You Believe” tracts 
and the first of a series of five Bible lessons. In the 
letter there is encouragement to continue serving God. 
The letter also contains instructions on how to com- 
plete the question-and-answer. Bible lesson which is 
enclosed and how to return it for each of the suc- 
ceeding lessons. These lessons deal with. subjects per- 
tinent to Christian growth, such as salvation, the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost, the separated life, the 
second coming of the Lord, and Christian steward- 
ship. This correspondence with the new convert is 
maintained as regularly as possible. When it is at all 
possible, the person is visited and encouraged to serve 
God in a local church. 

With some modification to fit your situation, you 
too can maintain an effective follow-up program in 
your local church. Begin now by getting the name 
and address of every man, woman, boy, and girl who 
is won either in the church altars or in personal con- 
tact. As new born babes they will need the milk of 
the Word. Will you give it to them?

(A Short Lesson in Personal Soul-winning) 


F THE SALVATION which we possess is “the 

best thing in the world,” then it is our solemn 

obligation to pass it on to those who are in need 
of spiritual help. The last great commandment of the 
Lord, as recorded in Matthew, Mark, Luke and Acts, 
was for us to bring this gospel to every human being. 
Many Christians do not testify to sinners because 
they do not know the Scriptures to use in leading a 
soul to Jesus. 

Following are four simple but the most important 
Scriptures to be used in soul-winning. They answer 
the question, “What must I do to be saved?” and they 
highlight the essentials in the step toward salvation. 
They should be located and marked in one’s Bible 
and subsequently memorized. The Christian who 
knows these Scriptures is always prepared to help 
any seeker find his way to Christ. 

Christian, what about you? Will you use these 
Scriptures? 

The sinner seeking to be saved should be told that 
he is to: 

1. BELIEVE—“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
thou shalt be saved, and thy house” (Acts 16:31). 

2. CONFESS—“If we confess our sins, he is faithful 
and just to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us 
from all unrighteousness” (1 John 1:9). 

3. REPENT (Turn from sin)—“Except ye repent, ye 
shall all likewise perish” (Luke 13:3). 

4. WITNESS (Confess Christ before men)—“If thou 
shalt confess with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and

county workhouse. From the outside we see a 
small block building with barred windows and 
a steel fence around it. Inside are between twelve and 
twenty men, men who have broken some social law. 
Some have at one time been Christians; others are 
complete strangers to anything pertaining to salvation. 
, What is the task before us? The task is to win 
these men to Christ in order that they may spend 
eternity with our Lord and Savior. In order to ac- 
complish this, experience has taught us to observe 
the following pointers: 

PREPARATION FOR THE SERVICE—It should be 
decided on which day and at what time the service 
can be held regularly. Once begun, the services should 
not be stopped or interrupted. Permission to hold the 
service may be obtained from the jailer or other 
responsible authority. Obtain permission from the jail- 
er each week before conducting the service and thank 
him after each service is completed. The service itself 
should be preceded by much prayer and should be 
well organized with regard to the program, the tes- 
timonies, the songs, and the message. Every person 
present should be given some part in the service. 

CONTACT WITH THE INMATES—Shake hands with 
the inmates on entering, tell them your name and 
ask them theirs. Write down the names and remem- 
ber them the next week. Be kind and friendly to- 
ward the men; show a sincere attitude about the pur- 
pose of your visit and make the prisoners feel at ease 
as much as possible. Be extremely cautious about, or 
never practice, interfering with the regular processes 
of law by approaching a jailer, sheriff, judge or police 
chief in behalf of inmates. This is the job of the

evangelism. Individuals taking this course will re- 
ceive special instructions in how to win souls in their 
own neighborhoods or on their own school campuses 
when they return to them in the fall. : 

The testimonies, pictures, and articles (written by 
students) in this issue are intended to encourage the 
formation of more Pioneers for Christ clubs in local 
churches and to inspire Christians to witness for 
Christ. If we as Christians do not take this supreme 
task of the Christian church as our personal re- 
sponsibility, then there is no one else who will do so. 
Only Christians witness for Christ! Witnessing Chris- 
tians are happy Christians! 

Christ commands us to witness: “Go ye into ALL 
THE WORLD, and preach the gospel to EVERY CREA- 
TURE” (Mark 16:15). It is God’s will that we wit- 
ness: “But ye shall receive power, after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you: and YE SHALL BE 
WITNESSES unto me” (Acts 1:8). Witnessing is part 
of our salvation: “If thou shalt CONFESS WITH THY 
MOUTH THE LORD JESUS, and shalt believe in thine 
heart that God hath raised him from the dead, thou 
shalt be saved” (Romans 10:9). Witnessing helps us 
to overcome the enemy: “And they overcame him 
[the devil] by the blood of the Lamb, and by the 
WORD OF THEIR TESTIMONY” (Revelation 12:11). 
If we fail to witness, Christ will deny us: “If we 
DENY HIM, he also will deny us” (2 Timothy 2:12).

Begin your interview with prayer. Then place a 
Bible or Testament in the child’s hand and allow him 
to read aloud the Bible verses. Ask him questions 
about the verse that he has read. For example, 
Romans 3:23. You may ask, “How many does God 
say have sinned? Does that include you and me?” 
Then let him read it again, substituting the word 
“{” toe “an.” 

Explain to-the child what the verse means if there 
are words which mean one thing in the physical 
sense and another in the spiritual world. Help him 
to understand. 

If the child is ready to receive Christ as his Saviour, 
have him read John 1:12. Lead him to a definite 
decision. John 3:16 can be used as a concluding Scrip- 
ture to show that all those who have received Jesus 
as their personal Saviour, whether they be young or 
old, have eternal life. 

After you have led the child to a definite decision, 
see to it that he has a Bible and encourage him to 
read a portion of God’s Word each day, beginning in 
the book of Acts. Also get him interested in attending 
Sunday School and church if he is not already attend- 
ing. Just as their physical bodies need food to grow, 
their spiritual bodies need the Word of God in order 
for them to become strong and firm Christians. 

The way to deal with children can be set down 
in ten basic principles: 
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1. Deal with children alone if possible. 

2. Always use the Word of God. The four best 
Scriptures to use in leading anyone to Christ are: 
Acts 16:31, 1 John 1:9, Luke 13:3, and Romans 10:9. 

3. Use only a few verses of Scripture which have 
similar terms. 

4. Always give a portion of the Word for conviction 
of sin and for assurance of salvation. 

5. Lead to a definite decision with an understanding 
in the child’s heart of what has taken place. 

6. The child should have assurance of salvation be- 
fore leaving. 

7. The child should be led to pray. 

8. The child should be encouraged to win others to 
Jesus. 

9. The child should confess Christ to his or her 
friends. 

10. A Junior Prayer Band should be established in 
every church and an opportunity given weekly for 
prayer, testimony, and suitable Christian service. This 
can become the most enthusiastic group in the church 
and will have as many answers to prayer as the adults 
have.

Protestants 


TAIPEI (EP)—tTragic loss to the 
Protestant church property and 
membership on the Island of Que- 
moy, resulting from bombings by 
Red Chinese, has been partially off- 
set by Formosa Christians. Protes- 
tant congregations here have raised 
$2,300 for relief work on the island. 
Part of the money will be used to 
repair the Protestant church of 
Quemoy and the rest has been ear- 
marked for direct relief to those in 
distress from the shelling. 


Future of Protestantism in 
New York “Looks Brighter” 


NEW YORK (EP)—“The future 
of Protestantism (in New York) 
looks much brighter.” So declared 
a spokesman for the Protestant 
Council of the City of New York, 
pointing to recent figures showing 
that for the first time in 75 years, 
more Protestants immigrated to 
New York than members of other 
faiths. 

Statistics released by the Coun- 
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cil showed that of the city’s 960,000 
active Protestant church members, 
55 per cent are “non-whites” 
(440,000 Negroes and 90,000 Span- 
ish speaking people—mostly from 
Puerto Rico). 


Smith Resigns From People’s 
Church 


TORONTO, Canada (EP) —Dr. 
Oswald J. Smith has resigned as 
pastor of the People’s Church here 
to give more time to evangelism 
and Christian journalism. His son, 
Rev. Paul B. Smith, has been ap- 
pointed by the church managers to 
succeed the well-traveled mission- 
ary pastor who founded the church 
30 years ago. The congregation, 
known for its large foreign mission- 
ary budget, has made the retiring 
Dr. Smith Pastor Emeritus and 
Vice-President of the congregation. 


Ten “Most Admired” 


Of no great surprise to anyone is 
the recent copyrighted announce- 
ment by George Gallup, of the 
American Institute of Public Opin- 
ion, that President Eisenhower 
heads the list of the ten men living 
anywhere in the world whom Amer- 
icans admire the most. This is the 
sixth straight year that the Presi- 
dent has led the popularity parade. 

Just behind popular “Ike” comes 
Sir Winston Churchill—and that 
too is no great surprise, for the 
former British Prime Minister was 
in the same spot in last year’s 
ballotting. 

But in third place is Dr. Albert 
Schweitzer, Nobel Peace Prize win- 
ner and famous medical mission- 





ary ...and in the fourth rung on 
the popularity ladder, maintaining 
the position he held a year ago, is 
Dr. Billy Graham. 

Others of the top ten, in order 
of their voted popularity: Former 
President Truman, General Doug- 
las MacArthur, Vice-President Nix- 
on, Dr. Jonas Salk, Bernard Ba- 
ruch, and Governor Orval Faubus. 

Others in the “Religion” category 
who were frequently mentioned 
among the top ten were: Pope John 
XXIII, Bishop Fulton J. Sheen, Dr. 
Norman Vincent Peale, Rev. Oral 
Roberts, Cardinal Spellman, Rev. 
Martin Luther King, and Father

Iraqis Expel American 
Missionaries 


Six American missionaries have 
been expelled from Iraq, reports the 
National Council of Churches in 
New York. According to the coun- 
cil’s figures, only seven Protestant 
missionaries remained in the na- 
tion. 

The three ousted couples were 
identified as Mr. and Mrs. Harold 
Schoup of Zionsville, Pa., Mr. and 
Mrs. Harold Davenport of Seattle, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Raymond Weiss 
of Los Angeles. They had been sent 
to Iraq by a committee of four 
Protestant churches’ working 
through the United Missions in 
Iraq.

Dagadu made the state- 
ment in a sermon preached on the 
occasion of Ghana’s second inde- 
pendence anniversary. 

“We are proud of our independ- 
ence and of our leadership of 
Africa,” the Methodist minister told 
his congregation, “but if we are to 
carry out our mission to our 
brethren, we must build our nation 
on the foundation which is Christ 
the Lord.” He alluded to a state- 
ment made to Roman Catholics in 
December, 1957 by Dr. Kwame 
Nkrumah, Ghana’s prime minister, 
in which he said “this country must 
develop as a Christian country.” 


NAE Leader Scores 
Dahlberg Statement 


LOS ANGELES (EP)—As some 
1,000 delegates were gathering for 
the 17th annual conference of the 
National Association of Evangeli- 
cals here, a statement by Dr. 
George E. Ford attracted con- 
siderable newspaper attention. 

Dr. Ford, NAE Executive Di- 
rector, took exception to a recent 
statement by Dr. Edward T. Dahl- 
berg, president of the National 
Council of Churches. 

In the March issue of the 
National Council Outlook, Ford de- 
clared Dr. Dahlberg had asserted 
that “It was the vigorous pro- 
nouncements Jesus made on con- 
troversial matters that sent Him 
to the cross. If He had confined

Dr. Ford, in a report to the 
NAE board commented: “This 
statement reveals a spiritual vacu- 
um into which our organization 
is unavoidably drawn. We must 
provide the spiritual leadership for 
a Protestant world that has lost 
its way because it has lost its 
spiritual orientation.” 

“Christ did not go to the Cross 
because He was controversial,” 
Ford declared, “but because, as 
the Son of God, He was born to die 
for our sins.”
